IN the long gone days of my 
youth, I followed Liverpool 
all over the country. 

As terrace fans, my mates and 
I had to put up with poor public 
transport, endless queues to get 
in, overcrowding behind the goal, 
turgid tea and cold, disgusting 
meat pies .... and that was just for 
home games! 

In those days, Anfield was a 
throwback to another era, and 
those of us who stood on the 
Kop had to endure pretty basic 
conditions. We often wondered 
if the patrons of the directors’ 
box had any idea what it was like 
to watch from behind our pon. 

While they enjoyed a place in 
the car park, premium seat and 
private bar, they chose to do 
nothing about improving condi- 
tions for the paying customer. 

And yet there were very few 
complaints. We put up with 
things for one simple reason: 
success, Liverpool were moning 
matches, winning trophies an 
winning championships. 

The money, which could have 
been diverted towards ground 
improvements, was being spent 
on building a great team, and 
Anfield was full for every game. 

Times have changed dramati- 
cally since that era, of course. 

The Taylor Report — and a 
more demanding public = have 
forced clubs to spend fortunes on 
improving spectator facilities, 
and this country now boasts 
some of the best grounds in 
Europe. Here at Wycombe Wan- 
derers, we have a stadium to be 
proud of and we are constantly 
looking at ways of improving it. 

Many small but significant 
changes have taken place at 
Adams Park since we moved in 
four years ago and they have all 
been carried out to make life 
more comfortable for you, aur 
loyal supporters. But now we 
have reached the stage where a 
decision must be made about a 
big step forward. 

The board have looked at 
several ambitious plans for a 
major re-development of the 
Woodland Terrace which would 
turn it into a substantial seating 
area with all the appropriate 
facilities. Naturally, this would be 


a very expensive exercise, and,

be raised through various grants, 
the outlay by this club would still 
need to be very considerable 
indeed. 

And this is where the debate 
begins. Those who run the 
playing side of the club will arguc 
they need the cash to build a 
bigger and better squad. But 
those who manage Wanderers’ 
business affairs will imsist that 
providing better facilities will 
attract bigger crowds. Basically, 
the dilemma could be summed 
up with a simple question: would 
you rather have new seats ог а 
new centre forward? 

As ] mentioned earlier, 1 know 
what it's like to stand on the 
terraces. But that was many years 
ago, and [ now have the privilege 
dt a comfortable seat m the 
directors’ box. Maybe I’m out of 
touch with the views of support- 
ers standing behind the goal. 

When I stood on the terraces, 
I was happy to endure some 
discomfort as long as my team 
were winning. Have times really 
changed that much? Do today's 
fans regard good facilities as 
more im ortant than SLUCCESS CM 
the field? I would love to see 
Adams Park become a 20,000 
seater stadium with hospitality 
boxes and executive lounges. But 
first I want to see Wycombe

That means buying the right 
kind of talented, experienced 
players and paying them the 
Boing rate. It means recruiting 
professional people, steeped in 
the game, to scout for new 
players, run the rule over other 
teams and perform the many 
other tasks which help to make a 
football club successful, And it 
means spending more money on 
our youth development pro- 

ramme, à vital part of the club's 
ong-tenn future. 

e have come a very long way 
in a very short period of time, 
and I believe this is a vital 
moment to the club's evolution. 
We could tread water and 
consolidate what we have already 
achieved — or we could continuc 
to move onwards and upwards. 
To do that, we must strengthen 
the paying agani by dipping our 
feet into the transfer market. I 
believe that must be our number 
one priority. 

Unlike most of my fellow 
directors, I am not a business- 
man with experience of running 
a successful company. But I have 
been around the professional 
football world for many years 
and I do have an idea of what it 
takes to be successful in this 
precarious, unpredictable sport. 

I have learned one very simple

lesson — nothing matters more 
than the result. You can have the 
pipéedream of a state-of-the-art 
stadium with restaurants, bars 
and private boxes. You can have 
a slick business set-up, geared to 
hiring out those facilities every 
day of the week. You can have a 
commercial department ready to 
cash in on your success. But, 
unless you have a winning team, 
you have nothing, 

T must stress this is my 
personal view and not one 
necessarily shared by all the 
members of the board. Some of 
my colleagues believe our future 
lies in building a bigger, better 
Adams Park with improved park- 
ing. Others believe we can 
achieve all that and still have 
some money left over to buy new 
players, 

My opinion is that all available 
funds should go towards 
strengthening the team. I believe 
winning matches will generate 
the funds to improve the stadium 
- nàt the other way round. 

But it's YOUR view that's 
most importamt. If you were 
piven a choice between better 
acilities or better players, how 
would YOU vote? The idea of 
The Blues News is to provide a 
forum for supporters’ opinions, 
so lets hear trom you on this 
crucial issuc.
